Ave., Cincinnati, Ohio, has sub- 
mitt^ .1 very interesting poem 
which relates a mystic, imagin¬ 
ary meeting with Edgar Allan 
Poe: 

ODE TO EDGAR ALLAN POE 

Once upon a balmy twilight, 
while I waited for the midnight 
To come stealing and concealing 
all the cares I’d borne that day. 
Sleep was all that could content 
me, grief and sorrow, they had 
rent me,

fled fast away. 

Ah, how well I do remember, it 
was not the bleak December, 
But the Ides of March, when the 
wind sends out its weird cry. 
Then this footstep came to haunt 
me, no one, nothing to undaunt 
me. 

How I wished for the night to 
pass away and die. 

Then I summoned all my senses 
as someone who commences 
To straighten out a fact and then 
Bondone; 

Yet, as I looked around there was 
no one to be found, 

And a voice from no where 
seemed to whisper, “You’re, 
alone.” 

As I sat there like a craven, once 
again I read “The Raven”, 

For there was nothing that might 
fit my mood quite so. 

This poem gave respite from that 
awful, draedful night. 

And in solitude I talked to Edgar 
Poe. 

For awhile I sat and chided, then 
I finally decided 
Twas his footstep I had heard 
upon the floor, 

’This kind soul had lent me a 
portion of his drug, nepenthe. 
For he suffered as I do now, only 
long before. 

One not to be ignored I beseeched 
and implored 

To the one who on this earth had 
been so sad, 

Eaid I, “Surely up yonder, you 
no longer fear no ponder. 

Nor have the ned for Balm of 
Gilead.” 

While in stupor, akin to grog, I 
discoursed in monologue. 

To this patient soul, who gently, 
almost silently tread the floor, 
“I know your home’s etheric and 
your visit esoteric. 

But, tell, me, did you come to 
utter “Nevermore”? 

Now he smiles and he hastens, 
with a very slight obeisance. 
With a face like Madonna, he 
wings on to his Nirvana, 

And I try to trace his footsteps 
on the floor, 

As the dawn creeps slowly in, I 
have seen a cherubim, 

TVas the darkness of the mid¬ 
night that had brought my soul 
delight. 

For I knew that Edgar Poe had 
found his lost Lenore. 

Although this poem captures 
the POE-tic charm, I believe a 


more effective result could have 
been achieved haa Mrs. Webb 
followed through with her use of 
the rhythm and rhyme which 
Poe used in “The Raven.” The 
poem begins with the same pat¬ 
tern used in “The Raven.” but 
soon runs into a kind of hybrid 
fonn. Instead of using the six- 
line stanzas employed by Poe. it 
resorts to the four-line stanza. 
And though the poem begins with 
a liberal use of trochaic foot, as 
used in “The Raven,” the even 
flow of the meter is disrupted by 

Stanza two. 

In “The Philosophy of Compo¬ 
sition” Poe outlines the step-by- 
step process he used in writing 
“The Raven.” 

Poe says—“. . . the feet em¬ 
ployed throughout (trochees) con¬ 
sist of a long syllable followed 
by a short: the first line of the 
stanza consists of eight of these 
feet—the second of seven and a 
half (in effect two-thirds)—the 
third of eight—the fourth of 
seven and a half—the fifth the 
same—the sixth three and a half.”

WIREWORM CONTROL ON 
TOBACCO PLANTS. Treating to¬ 
bacco plants to control wire- 
worms, cutworms and other soil 
insects is being more widely used 
aech year. There appears to be a 
stimulation of plant growth in 
addition to insect control. Two of 
the best producs, lindane and 
chlordane, are available in West 
Liberty. They must be very 
carefully used to avoid injury to 
the plants. The material may be 
used in the setter solution or the 
roots of the plans may simply be 
dipi^ in the solution. 

Different strength solutions are 
used for dipping than in the set¬ 
ter water. If lindane is used, one 
ounce of 50% material or 2 ounces 
of 25% material is used in 20 
gallons of water for dipping or in 
50 gallons of setter water. 

If chlordane is used, 8 ounces 
of 50% material or one pound of 
25% material is used in 20 gal¬ 
lons of water for dipping or in 
50 gallons of setter water. 

Dipping the plants up to the 
first leaves is just as effective and 
takes less material. Therefore it 
costs less. However, it takes 
slightly more labor. 

KY 35 TOBACCO INJURED 
BY POLLEN. Pollen of com or 
weeds may injure Ky. 35 tobacco 
by causing severe spotting of the 
upper leaves. An effort should 
be made to have at least 50 feet 
between Ky. 35 and com. Farm¬ 
ers should not grow potatoes on 
tobacco land or right next to the 
tobacco patch. They may cause 
potato virus or streak on the to¬ 
bacco. 

SUDAN GRASS makes excel¬ 
lent emergency pasture or hay. It 
should be much more widely 
used. Harold Rose had four acres 
of sweet Sudan grass last year. He 
grazed 20 cows on the four acres 
for about a week at a time, get¬ 
ting about three weelcs grazing 
for the 20 cows on f^'ur acres. 
Last fall he sowed the field in 
balbo rye and fertilized it. This 
spring he added ammonium ni¬ 
trate on the rye. He got a lot of 
early winter and early spring 
pasture from the rye. He is sow¬ 
ing the four acres to sudan grass 
again and fertilizing it well. In 
addition, he. is sowing four more 
acres to sudan grass. He can use 
it to let his permanent pastures 
rest and grow back. Sudan grass 
also makes satisfactory hay, if 
cut before it gets too large. It 
makes good silage. Tift and Piper 
are the best varieties. Sow 40 
pounds of sweet sudan by itself or ' 
20 pounds of sudan and a bushel 
of soybeans per acre. May 10-20 
is a good time to sow Sudan 
grass. 

BEEF CATTLE may gain one- 
half pound more per day if flies 
are controlled. Flies have been 
breding a resistance to DDT. For 
horn flies on cattle, methoxychlor 
or lindane are safe and will give 
good results. A good spray may 
be u.sed by mixing five table¬ 
spoonfuls of 50% wettable meth¬ 
oxychlor or one tablespoonful of 
25% wettable lindane to a gallon 
of water. This should be used on 
the animals every three weeks. 
Flies will get on the animals but 
will soon die. Bams, fences, 
shade trees, manure pile^ and 
other places may be sprayed with 
the .same materials,, .using strona- 
er thixti’res. For siich places, use 
five quarts of water to which has 
been added one-half pound of 
50% wettable methoxychlcr or 
four tablespoonfuls of 25% wet¬ 
table lindane. 

CUT ALFALFA AND RED 
CLOVER EARLY. The greatest 
yield of protein is obtained by 
cutting alfalfa and red clover 
when they are one-tenth to one- 
half in bloom. Many frields of 
these crops are ready to cut how. 
Bloom cannot be us^ as a guide 
in cutting alfalfa because it does 
not produce much bloom, especi¬ 
ally on the first cutting, when 
new shoots begin to make defin- 
i.e growth from alfalfa crowns, 
the crop should be cut. This is

often difficult to determine. The 
middle of May is usually the best 
time in this area. This season it 
early and observation by the 
county agent leads him to think 
the crop it ready to cut now in 
old seeding*. Later cuttings are 
best made at intervals of five to 
six weks. 

There has been a considerable 
increase in alfalfa seeding this 
year. The most important point 
in keeping good growth is main- 
Uining the fertility. After the 
first cutting rt least 100 pounds 
of 60% muriate of potash should 
be applied. Twenty pounds of 
borax per acre should be used 
every other year.

SIGNATURE LAW V.4LID 

FR.ANKFORT, Ky., May 18— 
The 1952 voters’ comparative isg- 
nature law was held constitutional 
by the Court of Appeals. 

So holding, the Court remanded 
to Boyd Circuit Court for de¬ 
termination as to how persons 
who failed to sign the voters’ 
signature roster had voted in the 
recent Catlettsburg wet-dry con¬ 
test. The drys won an apparent 
victory by 221 votes—but on 
contest the issue of failure to sign 
the register was raised. 

The Appellate Court held that 
inasmuch as those who failed to 
sign were “illegal voters” that 
they could be forced to tell how 
they voted in that election.

First Three Month* 
Of 1954 Reported

WASHINGTON. D. C.—Farm¬ 
ers took in $6,60V,(X)0,000 from 
nwrketings the first quarter of 
this year, down three percent 
from the first three months of 
1953, the Agriculture Department 
reported. 

It said the volue of marketings 
was a^ut the same as a year 
ago, but prices averaged lower. 

Livestock receipts, it said were 
only “slightly below” last year 
while crop receipts were down 
seven percent, chiefly due to 
lower returns from wheat, cot¬ 
ton, soybeans Mid vegetables. 

TOe farm income report. In line 
with earlier predictions, estimat¬ 
ed net farm income may be down 
about four or five percent for 
1954 as a whole. But if drouth 
conditions worsen, the drop in 
income could be “more severe," 
it said. 

Cash receipts from livestock 
and livestock products are ex¬ 
pected to compare favorably with 
last year, with lower receipts 
irom dairy products offset by In¬ 
creases for ■ hogs and possibly 
cattle. Crop receipts may be 
be down from five to 10 percent 
however, it said, with most of the 
decline in crops as cotton and 
wheat whose acreage has been 
reduced under federal controls.
